Acomfort- 
able stable had been built for the 
ponies and some shelter impro- 
vised for the dogs during the four 
Winter months. The temperature 
at the station was rarely below 
minus 40 degrees, at lowest minus 
50 degrees. The wind averaged 
fifteen miles’ an hour, but some- 


times blew hard with. the temper-| 


ature minus 30 degrees. Every 
one was very-fully occupied with 
station and scientific work, exer- 
cising animals, &c. A series of 
lectures was organized and foot- 
ball was played to within a month 
of midwinter.

Frequent visits were made to 
Cape Royds and Hut Point. The

animals steadily.improyed in con- 
dition. On June 27, middle Win- 
ter, Wilson, Bowers, Cherry, and 
Garrard started on a sledge jour- 
ney to Cape Crozier to observe 
the incubation’ of emperor pen- 
guins at their rookery. . Very 
heavy surface on the - barrier 
forced the party to relay work 
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tookery, but these had begun to 
lay even at this early date. _For- 
tunately’ some eggs at different 
stages of development were ’se- 
cured, which should give consider-

~ The same night a violent gale 
commenced and the ridge proved 
inadequate shelter fromthe hurri- 
cane gusts which whirled down 
on the hut. A\ tent and jether 
carefully secured atticles were 
blown away, and after straining 
for fourteen hours the roof of the 
hut flew to ribbons. For. thirty 
hours—.more the travelers were 
confined: in their frozen sleeping 
beds, half. buried beneath snow 
and. -rock’ debris. . Forty-eight 
hours elapsed before the wind de- 
creased and they. were able to get 
a meal. Searching for lost arti- 
cles they were: fortunate in find- 
ing the missing tent. among some 
morainic boulders, practically un- 
injured. : : 

The state of their equipment 
now. forced them to turn home- 
ward. On the return journey they 
were held for. two days by another 
storm, after. which. the tempera 
ture fell and. remained below 
minus 60. degreés. The: party re- 
turned after five weeks’ absence 
incased in ice-and suffering from 
want. of-sleep, but: otherwise well, 

Having regard to the darkness 
and extreme temiperatures — this 
first Winter journey in- the Ant- 
arctic remains a remarkable feat 
of.endurance. It also shows the 
extraordinarily severe conditions 
that. obtain on the -gréat ‘snow 


| plain. barrier’ duting the ‘sunless 


season, Since the return of the 
sun. in. August considerable in- 
crease of wind has beer recorded,, 
and temperatures have remained 
as moderate in Spring as in’ Win- 
ter. 

On September first Meares and 
Mimintri,.. with dog téams, made 
their headquarters at Hut Point, 
the dogs leaving for’that depot in 
splendid form. At intervals since 
our arrival, however, some ob- 
scure disease has robbed us of four. 
excellent dogs. In every case the 
dog attacked appeared Vigorously 
healthy, but died in a few hours.
